Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant argued the motivation to combine the references, 
specifically Izaguirre and Koenig et al. The Applicant argued that Izaguirre taught only large industrial pump 
applications, whereas Koenig et al. taught much smaller pump applications that could be more reasonably run on low 
DC voltage, therefore it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to combine the two references. The 
Examiner noted the argument and will consider it further. Applicant and Examiner also discussed potential 
amendments to the claims generally, with an ephasis on the lack of required containment vessel by applicants 
proposed invention, specific leak detection abilities (very small moisture accumulation needed for dectection) and 
proximity of liquid sensors to the floor or ground surface. No agreement was reached with respect to the claims .
